at the eleventh. hour. 
The terms of amalgamation so agreed, the 
Chairman continued, are contingent upon the 
confirmation of a new agreement entered into 
between the Dublin and South-Eastern Com- 
ny and the Kingstown Company, and re- 
Rect the benefits of an agreement newly made 
with the London, Midland - Scot Rail- 
way Com , securing to the new company 
the. pavartiges of those allowances hitherto 
made to the Dublin and South-Eastern Com- 
pany, the discussion of which formed so pro- 
minent a feature in the negotiations prior to 
amalgamation. At the same time, you will 
be aware from the public Press that the 
Government are promoting a bill in the 
Oireachtas for the purpose of securing to the 
London, Midland and Scottish re mgd the 
right to nominate a director to the rd of 
the amalgamated company so long as the 
allowances just referred to continue to be 
made. I should like to impress upon the 
shareholders that these arrangements have 
not been sought’ by your directors, who. 
did not welcome the Railways Act, 1924, in 
view of the hardship it imposed upon them in 
having to absorb unremunetative lines, and 
the whole scheme is that of the Government 
and Jeaves us no alternative. 
The. other important event affecting the 
future of railways in this country which has 
taken place in the last three months is the 
order made by the Railway Tribunal] imposing 
upon the railway companies drastic reductions 
in fares and rates, to take effect as from the 
1st January, 1925. Bova reductions Mi 
opposed by the railway companies to the 
easa rós I, of which they were capable, 
as in their view these reductions would render 
the prospect of earning dividends during the 
next few years extremely remote, without 
afíording any substantial advantage to the 
trade of the country or improving the credit 
of the Free State institutions. 
With rd to the immediate future, the 
amalgamation of the Dublin and South-Eastern 
with the new Great. Southern Company will 
become an accomplished fact on the Ist 
January, and as from that date all] the com- 
ies situated wholly in the Free State will 
sae ae g . and maintained as one 
joint undertaking, the detailed absorptions for 
the smaller companies being settled by the 
Tribunal, no doubt, as fast as they can reach 
them. Jn these circumstances you will under- 
stand that there is before us a period of ex- 
ceptionally hard work and anxiety, particu- 
larly in view of the severe reduction in revenue 
which we shall have to face at the same time 
as we assume the additional burdens of the 
poor lines. These, however, are matters which 
relate to the future of the Amalgamated Com- 
pany, and, as you are aware, this is the last 
meeting of the Great Southern and Western 
Railway Company, which henceforth will be 
merged in the larger corporation, and with the 
old Great Southern and Western Railway 
these questions of the future have, strictly 
speaking, nothing to do, 
ACCOUNTS FOR SIX MONTHS. 
The accounts of the Great Southern and 
Western Railway, which are in your hands, 
have on this occasion been prepared for the 
half-year ended 30th June, 1094; but, to meet. 
statutory reguirements they are to be treated 
as the accounts of a year—that is to say, they 
are the only accounts which the Great 
Southern and Western, as such, will publish 
in respect of the year 1924, and the compara- 
ing to the whole year 1923; so that com- 
purposes. receipts from railway 
working, which el to "31,306,987, show 
an increase of £165,810, and the working ex- 
penses, amounting to £1,198,646, show an in 
crease of £156,619, as compared with the 
corresponding half-year of 1923; so that the 
net receipts of £198,341 result in a gain of 
£9,191 on the half-year. Omnibuses and other 
passenger vehicles not running on the railway, 
docks, harbours and wharves, and hotels and 
refreshment rooms show a loss of £9,277; but 
it should be pointed out that the bulk of the 
pen from the passenger vehicles and the 
hotels is obtained in the second half of the 
year, when these accounts usually right them- 
selves. The miscellaneous receipts of $26,400 
are an advance of £9,427 in the hali-weer, and 
the sum of £65,000 was transferred from the 
compensation received under the Irish Rail- 
ways (Settlement of Claims) Act, 1921, to 
make the balance on the revenue account up 
to the amount required to pay a dividend of 
ó per cent. per annum on the Ordinary Stock 
and carry forward a balance of £3,788 to the 
credit of the Great Southern Railway.

given; but the author does not warn the 
student against the bad taste implied in 
opeuing a letter with the first personal pro- 
noun.

AN IRISH GRAMMAR. 

The Rev. Paul Quigley, B.A., of Dublin 
University, has essayed the composition of 
a standard grammar of modern Irish—a 
much needed work. His work differs from 
that recently published by Mrs. Cruise 
O’Brien and reviewed in this place, in that 
it is less of a lesson book and more com pre- 
hensive in its treatment of syntax. 
Mr. Quigley seeks to standardise Gaelic 
spelling, but rejects simplifications which 
were admitted by classical Irish writers cen- 
turies ago. His attempts to represent Irish 
pronunciation without phonetic characters 
will not please all critics, more especially as 
he represents one dialect only. Apart from 
these points, it would be hard to express any- 
thing but admiration for the thoroughness 
and simplicity of this well-arranged, well- 
printed book. It is the work of a true 
scholar, who treats the old language with 
fine literary taste, and does not restrict his 
interest to cainnt na n-daoine, If Mr. 
Quigley errs, it is on the side of conservatism 
—the right side in grammatical matters. His 
book will be a boon to teachers who have 
been troubled so much by the vagaries of 
unscholarly writers, each with a spelling of 
his Bae no respect for classic standards.

Shannon and Spree. 

The plans of Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert; 
of Berlin, for the development of electric 
power from the River Shannon have been 
approved—with minor modifications—by 
the Scandinavian and Swiss experts to 
whom they were submitted by the Free 
State Government. They are ambitious, 
complicated and far-reaching, and the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce must 
be congratulated on the lucidity with 
which he explained them yesterday in 
Dail Eireann. Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert 
propose, in the first instance, a partial 
development of the Shannon by means of 
a single power station. This would prodace 
150 million units of electricity per annum— 
a more than ample supply for the present 
need: of the Free State, which require 
less than 50 million units per annum. 
The plans undertake to furnish electricity 
in Dublin at a cost of one halfpenny per 
unit, and the total cost of the partial 
development is estimated at £5,200,000. 
Messrs, Siemens-Schuckert encourage the 
hope that, within a few years, the profits 
of this enterprise would pay interest at 
the rate of 54 per cent. on the capital 
outlay. Plans are submitted also for a 
later and larger development of the Free 
State’s water-power, which would be 
effected at a total cost of something less 
than £8,000,000. The independent experts 
are of opinion that the development of 
electrical power from the Liffey would not 
be desirable rt present. Mr. McGilligan 
says that, some time ago, he invited the 
promoters of the Liffey schemes to hold 
their hands until the experts had.reported, 
but rather serious misunderstandings seem 
to have arisen on this point. 

Mr. McGilligan’s summary suggests 
various criticisms. The German. firm's 
undertaking, for instance, to supply 
electricity in Dublin at one-halfpenny 
a unit postulates an annual demand 
for 150 million units. Can it honour 
that undertaking in the interval when 
the demand is being increased from 
50 million units to 150 million units by 
the creation of new industries; and, if it 
e | fails, who save the Free State taxpayer 
will pay the difference between the actual 
cost per unit and the theoretical. hali- 
penny? For the moment, however, we 
may leave such criticism to the apparently 
disfranchised promoters of the Liffey 
schemes, who, we imagine, will not be 
chary of it. The immediately important 
fact is the status which the Siemens- 
Schuckert plans have acquired from the 
endorsement of the independent experts. 
Furthermore, we are entitled to infer 
from Mr. McGilligan’s speech that the 
Government regards the plans not merely 
with approval, but with enthusiasm, and 
almost certainly will ask the Oireachtas 
to accept them. If the Oireachtas is 
willing to pass the necessary legislation, 
the Government, by the terms of its agree- 
ment with Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert, 


| may promote this Shannon scheme as a 


State matter or may give the German 
firm the first option to execute it. In the 
former event, all the Government's obliga- 
tions to the firm would be discharged by 
the payment of a sum of £10,000. If the 
Government decides to promote the scheme 
as a State enterprise, it is prepared, 
under certain conditions, to give Messrs. 
Siemens-Schuckert the contract for the 
supply of all material and for the con- 
struction of all works, 

The whole affair raises an issue which

Decency Wins. 

Yesterday the deadlock in connection 
with Mr, Kevin O’Higgins’s Liquor Bill 
was resolved on. the time-honoured. basis 
of “splitting the  difference.”’ 


originally proposed two amendments to 
the Bill. One of them was in favour 
of the complete closing of public- 
houses on Saint Patrick’s Day, and 
the other proposed structural alterations 
in those licensed premises which are 
known as “mixed” establishments. The 
Dail refused to accept either of these 
amendments—both of: which were clauses 
in Mr. O’ Higgins’s original Bill—and the 
Senate declared that it would not abandon 
them. Consequently it was feared that 
the whole measure would be “held up ” 
for the constitutional period of two 
hundred and seventy days, until Mr. 
Thomas Johnson suggested that the 
Gordian knot might be cut by the ap- 
pointment of a joint committee of both 
Houses to explore the possibilities of 
séttlement. The committee met, and 
announced yesterday that accommodation 
had been reached. The Dail agreed to 
accept the Senate’s amendment in regard 
to Saint Patrick's Day, while the Senate 
in return consented to renounce its 
demand for structural alterations. This 
agreement removes the last obstacle to the 
Liquor Bill, which now will become the 
law of the land. While we regret the 
abandonment of the Senate’s insistence on 
structural alterations, our regret is 
tempered with satisfaction at the great 
moral victory which has been won in 
regard to Saint Patrick’s Day. In the long 
run the “' trade ”' is likely to pay the price 
of its obstinacy; for we presume that, 
now that his Bill is safe, Mr. O'Higgins 
will lose no further time in the appoint- 
ment of the Commission. which he has 
andertaken to establish in order to investi- 
gate the whole problem of the liquor trade 
in the Free State. The primary object 
of this Commission will be the reduction, 
if possible, of existing licences by some 
fifty per cent.; and, if it does its work 
properly, the problem of “ mixed houses” 
will be likely to solve itself. If the in- 
fluence of the “trade '' should prove again 
to be decisive, the weapon of the 
referendum will remain available. The 
whole controversy has been useful in so 
far as it has revealed two things. In the 
first place, the Senate has awakened to 
consciousness of its own powers; and, in 
the next place, public opinion has asserted 
itself in the Free State almost for the 
first time since the country became 
autonomous. But for the Senate’s plucky 
stand against. a drunken Saint Patrick's 
Day the “trade ” would have had its will

The Free State Government is seeking 
to ascertain, through the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, the extent to 
which the country’s business interests 
would support participation in next year's 
British Empire Exhibition. The Govern- 
ments. estimate of expense is £3 per 
square foot for an area of 2,500 square 
feet and £2 per square foot for an area 
of 15,000 square feet. It has been made 
clear that business interests in the Free 
State are favourable to the project of an 
éxhibit at Wembley next year. An oppor- 
tunity is presented now to state this atti- 
tude in unequivocal fashion and to give 
the Government every possible encourage- 
ment. This opportunity should not be 
neglected. If our business men do not seize 
it, they will have themselves to blame for 
th. consequent loss to Irish trade. The 
statement from the Chamber of Commerce 
urges the point that there must be no un- 
necessary delay. The Government must 
make its decision soon, and it seems to be 
unwilling to take any forward step unless 
it is assured of support in commercial 
circles, Although it is natural that the 
Government should feel itself constrained 
to proceed with caution before it incurs 
an expense which is relatively large, in

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| LONDON LETTER. 


IRELAND AND THE LEAGUE.

Nothing fresh developed to-day regard- 
ing the question which has been much 
exercising the minds of politicians this 
week—namely, that of the relations 
between the League of Nations and the 
Free State, with Great Britain as inter- 
vener. In official circles here the incident 
is regarded as closed. It ended with the 
despatch of the Koreign Office letter to 
the League of Nations. The situation, as 
I pointed out on Tuesday, is that all rela- 
tions between different units of the Em- 
pire, one with another, are regarded as not 
being the business of the League. The 
Irish Free State registered the Treaty 
with the League of Nations, and the 
British Government offered no objection ; 
but that Government, I understand. 
would not agree for one moment that the 
Treaty could be discussed . between the 
League and the Free State Government. 
The Treaty, which has been faithfully 
observed by both parties, gives the Irish: 
Free State the same status as the 
Dominion of Canada, and I understand 
that the view is that the Free State is 
expected to follow in the same lines as 
Canada. Should occasion arise for the 
settlement at any future time of a dispute 
between this country and the Irish Free 
State, neither could appeal to the League 
of Nations. It would be a matter for the 
whole British Empire, but not for the 
whole world: and to deal with a domestic 
matter which could not be adjusted 
amicably through the. two Governments 
there is always the Imperial Cabinet o: 
the Imperial Conference, even if the Privy 
Council is not taken into consideration. It 
has been suggested in some quarters that 
the decision of the Boundary Commission 
might be the subject of an appeal to tiv. 
League of Nations, should it prove un- 
acceptable to either the Free State or to 
Northern Ireland; but I believe that | 
am right in saying that the Government 
would refuse absolutely to allow any such 
appeal to be made. The possibility has 
not even been considered, and it is looked 
upon as wildly improbable, but, since .t 
has been suggested, It is well to know 
what is the feeling in official circlos. 


A Break in Tradition. 


There was a marked departure frou 
tradition at the reception given to Mr. 
Baldwin at the Junior Carlton Club to- 
night. Mrs. Baldwin and Lady Derby 
were entertained at dinner prior to the 
reception, thus breaking the hitherto 
strictly observed rule that no ladies shall 
dine at the club. During the evening Mr. 
Baldwin received something like two 
thousand guests, including the members of 
the Cabinet and many members of .Parlia- 
ment. The Junior Carlton Club is likely 
to play a very great part in the future of 
Conservative politics; for it is intended 
to enlist the support of the young men 
coming up from the universities and to 
train them in political methods. Lord 
Derby is now the chairman of the club. 


Egypt. 

The irregular methods practised by: the 
Government of Zaghlul Pasha are now 
coming to light. The latest example con- 
cerns the Egyptian representatives in 
London. Their status vis-a-vis the Egyptian 
Government has never been clearly defined 
beyond the fact that all diplomatic 
appointments are in the hands of the 
King of Egypt, not of the Egyptian 
Government. It appears that when Zaghlul 
came recently to London to interview Mr. 
Macdonald he studiously avoided consulta- 
tion with the Egyptian Minister and his 
colleagues here, preferring to rely upon 

‘ go-betweens. "' When Zaghlul returned 
to Cairo he continued to ignore the exist- 
ence of the Egyptian mission in London, 
which is now a little perturbed as to its 
position. It has to evacuate at the end of 
the present month its premises in Berkeley 
square and Charles street, but the new 
Ziwar Administration has allotted it no 
means to effect a removal elsewhere. 


The Cologne Bridgehead. 

British troops, according to plan, were 
to have evacuated Cologne on January 
10th next, but there seems to be little 
likelihood that they will leave the Rhine 
so soon as that. There is one factor against 
such a speedy move, and that is that, 
with a British evacuation, certain French 
troops in the Ruhr would be left in the 
air, so to speak, having no direct com- 
munication with France. Then again there 
is another very serious point. It is not 
yet certain whether or not Germany has 
ceased to make military preparations. Con- 
sistent obstruction meets the Inter-Allied 
Control Commission at every turn, and, 
while it is thought that the Dawes scheme 
will create a new atmosphere, there is un- 
likely to be any evacuation until suspicion 
is unnecessary. 


Stolen Goods 

Since the stolen property, discovered by 
the police last week-end, has on view 
at Scotland Yard, much of it has beer 
identified and claimed by the owners, but 
there is still sufficient to cover three large 
tables, One of the articles claimed yester- 
day was a wrist watch of platinum, set 
with diamonds, valued at £250, while 
several other valuable pieces of jewellery 
have been recognised by those. from whom 
they were stolen. The extent to which 
robberies have been carried on is shown 
by the attendance at Scotland Yard; for 
over a thousand people who have had 
property stolen from them have visited the 
It was reported. to- 
day that another great cache of jewellery 
worth several thousand pounds has just 
been discovered in the neighbourhood of 
Oxford street, and it is believed that im- 
portant developments will follow upon this 
discovery. 


Church Statistics. 

The Year Book of the Church of England 
for 1924, just ‘issued, contains amass of 
information of general interest, quite 
apart from the purely religious element. 
The gross total income of the benefices in 
| England amounts to £6,228,776, the net 
income being three-quarters of a million 
less, while the stipends of the assistant 
clergy amount to £1,047,000. -The total 
voluntary contributions of thirty-eight 
dioceses of England amounted in 1923 to 
£6,885,605, compared with £6,517,765 in 
1922. Of these voluntary offerings there was 
devoted to the building, restoration and 
furnishing of churches, the endownient of 
benefices, the building of parsonage houses, 
and the provision of bariat grounds—apart 
from any grants received from the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners or Queen 
Anne's bounty—a total sum of £904,988.

MINISTER’S STATEMENT IN THE DAIL. 


Mr. McGilligan, the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, stated in the Dail that the 
report on the Siemens-Schuckert scheme was 
presented in such detail that it would be im- 
possible for him to “ay any real account of 
the development of the scheme that night. 

The experts’ report was first drawn up in 
German, and was signed by them in that 
language. A translation of it had to be done, 
and this had been referred back to the Ger- 
man firm in order to see that there was no 
change in the translation. Some of the larger 
details, and certain chapters of the experts 
report were, however, sufficient to enable a 
decision to be taken on the further develop- 
ment of the scheme. The position at present 
was that the contract had been carried to a 
certain point. Certain modifications had been 
proposed. with regard to certain minor points 
of detail. 

At the time when the white paper was pre- 
sented to the Dail last March it was known 
that certain private bills were in contempla- 
tion, dealing with the development of the 
River Liffey, and the paper was issued so 
that these promoters might know what was 
being done. 

Mr. Johnson—What do you mean by con- 
tract? Is it a contract to pay £10,000, or a 
contract to carry anything forward to a cer- 
tain stage?”

Affairs :—I that, as we have only re- 
ceived the communication from:the Secretariat 
of the League of Nations on Tuesday, it would 
not be possible for the Secretary-Greneral to 
have received our reply by this, and, there- 
fore, 1 cannot give the exact terms of our 
reply to him. © But, as deputies are aware 
from the newspapers, the British Government 
wrote to the etary of the League of 
Nations stating that since the coming into 
force of the Covenant they have consistently 
taken a certain point of view with regard to 
Article 18 of the Covenant. We have replied 
to the Secretary-General, stating that we do 
not share that view. 

THE POSITION OF THE LEAGUE. 


Mr. Johnson—Does the Minister propose to 
take any steps to counterbalance or to correct 
the disruptive influence of that communication 
within the itself? 

Mr. Fit d—I think it should be un- 
derstood that what has actually ar is 
that one member of the League Nations 
has written to the Secretariat stating that 
since the coming into force of the Covenant 
they have a certain point of view with regard 
to a certain Article of the Covenant. ow, 
that has obviously a certain bearing on us in 
the particular circumstances. One of the mem- 
bers of the League has stated their point of 
view with regard to the Covenant, and we 
have written in the same way as the British 
Government wrote, stating that we do not 
share that point of view. I think, that on 
the face of the‘ Covenant, there cannot be 
much question as to whose point of view, as 
to the reading of Article 18, is correct. 

Mr. Baxter—Will the Minister state if, 
in his opinion, any action will be taken by 
the League itself to pass judgment on this 
action of ,the British Government? 

Mr. Fitzgerald—I cannot say that. I 
want to point out merely that the British 
Government have expressed an opinion that 
they hold with regard to a certain Article 
of the Covenant. The League may con- 
ceivably inform the British Government that 
the circumstances of the case do not war- 
rant or do not justify that opinion, or, in- 
conceivably, they might say that the cir- 
cumstances of the case do warrant that 
opinion. But I cannot say whether they will 
take action or not.

Mr. Fitzgerald—The League of Nations has 
a Covenant written down in fairly clear terms. 
Until there is something to the contrary 4s 
to the meaning of ‘Article 18, we must take 
the meaning that is clear, obvious, and un- 
equivocal in that Article. Therefore, when 
you have a thing perfectly clear, you cannot 
ask anybody to make it any clearer. If the 
League of Nations propose taking some action, 
saying: what Article 18 obviously means, or 
does not mean, then obviously we would have 
to come along with the meaning that we 
associate with the Article. Article 18 is per- 
fectly clear; our opinion of Article 18 is in 
accord with the clearness of Article 18, and 
until we have some reason to believe that the 
League of Nations has a contrary opinion, I 
do not think we could ask them to take 
action. 


QUESTION OF PUBLICATION. 


Mr. Johnson—Could. the Minister tell us 
whether it is the practice of the Secretariat 
of the League to communicate such communi- 
cations as you have sent to them to other 
members of the League, and will that be done 
in this case? 

Mr. Fitzgerald—The ‘letter that we have 
sent to the League of Nations is sent in just 
the same terms as the British letter, and we 
presume that it will have the same circulation 
as their letter.

“THE CASE OF LORD 


HEADLEY’S HOUSE. 


The High Commissioner for the Irish Free 
State, in a letter to The Times, writes :— 

Stn,—Some further facts concerning Lord 
Headley’s complaint of unfair treatment 
regarding compensation for Aghadoe House, 
County Kerry, may enable your readers to 
arrive at a more impartial judgment than 
the incomplete account published in your 
issue of the 8th inst. is likely to “hE 

The claim to which Lord Headley refers 
was made by him as owner, William Huggard 
as mortgagee, and F. S$S. laman trustee m 
bankruptcy for Lord Headley. The amount 
originally claimed was ,000, but the 
amount of the estimate submitted pH 
Headley’s architect in support of his claim on 
the hearing in court was ,264 3s. 10d. As 
it was not proposed to restore the structure, 
this estimate was not investigated, and the 
figure is not, therefore, acecpted as being 
accurate, 

It was never suggested that the applicants 
roposed to rebuild Aghadoe House. At the 
hedtiag of the claim evidence was given by 
Mr. William Huggard (mortgagee of Aghadoe 
House and premises), that the house had not 
been occupied by Lord Headley or his family 
for over thirty-four years. Some time after 
it was vacated by them it was occupied for a 
short time at a rent of £200 a year, and from 
1899 until 1913 it was held at a rent of £100 
a year. During this time it was partly 
furnished, but in 1913 the furniture was sold 
by auction. Since 1913 the house has been 
unoccupied, notwithstanding the efforts of 
Lord Headley’s agent and the trustee in bank- 
ruptcy to dispose of it. Lord Headley’s 
counsel said in ‘court that the house was dere- 
lict during this period. Even if the letting 
value at the time of destruction were ad- 
mitted to be double the annual rental paid 
from 1899 to 1913, it would mean, on the basis 
of fifteen years’ purchase, a capital value of 
£3,000. The judge, on hearing the evidence, 
however, awarded £4,500, of which £3.500 is 
to be spent on erecting suitable houses in the 
locality. The annual rateable value of the 
buildings was 

As regards the timber to which Lord 
Headlev refers, it appeared, at the hearing of 
the claim, that his agent knew the rersons 
who took away this timber, and the judge, in 
dismissing the claim, observed that the ap- 
plicant had his ordinary legal remedy agaiust 
these persons. The loss was due to ordinary 
larceny, and would not have been the sub- 
ject of compensation under the statutes in 
force before the enactment of the Damage to 
Property (Compensation) Act, 1923.

£10,000 GOLD THEFT. 
DISCOVERIES BY SOUTH 
AFRICAN POLICE. 


From 


Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Friday. 

Information has reached London that the 
South African police have made important 
discoveries in connection with the daring gold 
specie robbery which occurred there in 
October last while in transit to London. 

Lwenty-four boxes of gold bars, valued at 
about £60,000, was despatched by the Salis- 
bury (Rhodesia) Branch of the Standard Union 
Bank of Africa to the London headquarters 
of the bank. Somewhere between Salisbury 
and Cape Town some of the boxes were 
opened by thieves, and bars of gold valued at 
about £10,000 were removed. The theft was 
not discovered until the boxes arrived in 
London, when three were found to contain 
bars of lead instead of gold. 

The boxes had been opened at the ends 
without breaking the seals, and 
cleverly restored that they had no appearance 
of having been tampered with. An armed 
escort which travelled with the boxes knew 
nothing of the theft. 

The boxes were inspected at Cape Town 
and afterwards shipped to London in the 
streng room of the liner Armadale Castle. The 
stolen gold has not yet been recovered, but it 
is stated that arrests are expected shortly.

DERRY, Friday. 

The Boundary Commissioners’ tour of 
the border is drawing to a close. To-day 
they transferred their headquarters from 
Newtownstewart to Derry City, and on 
Monday they will leave for Dublin, whence 
Mr. Justice Feetham and Mr. Fisher will 
start for London by the evening mail- 
boat. 

To-morrow they are to meet a number 
of prominent Derry Unionists. It is 
probable that before going South they will 
visit Inishowen and Letterkenny, County 
Donegal. 


This morning near Dunmanagh the Com- 
missioners made their way into the Sperrin 
Mountains. When ascending..a peak over- 
iooking the river Foyle they heard cries of 
distress, and on looking round saw a pair ol 
legs silhouetted against the sky-line. A member 
of the Secretariat in attempting to skip from 
one rock to’ another on a piece of marshy 
ground had lost his footing, and tumbled head 
foremost between the two boulders. Mr. 
Justice Feetham’s Private Secretary, Mr. 
Beerstacher, rescued him from an unpleasant 
and, indeed. undignified position. His mishap 
provoked some merriment among his 
colleagues. 

Having viewed the eastern side of Donegal, 
the Commissioners went on to Derry, where 
they arrived shortly before midday 

Accompanied by District Inspector Cahill, 
Mr. Bourdillon, Secretaty to the Commission, 
set out on a walking tour of the city im- 
mediately after iunch. Among other places 
he visited the Customs House, the Guildhall, 
and the County Couneil offices. He talked 
with the Town Clerk, and bought some recent 
publications on the Boundary problem in a 
stationer's shop. Aittrwards he conducted 
Mr. Fisher and Dr. McNeill to the general 
places of interest which he himself had just 
visited, including the Derry walls.

STORY OF COMMUNIST PLAN 


TO SEIZE AMIENS.

IMPROVEMENT URGENTLY 
NEEDED. 


GOVERNMENT LOAN 
ADVOCATED. 


A meeting of the Irish Motorists’ Union 
im Dublin yesterday called upon the} 
Government to raise a loan for the im- 
provement of roads in the Free State, the 
loan to be secured on the revenue frem 
motor taxation. 

Mr. J. A. Ryan, County Dublin Sur- 
veyor, said that the Government should 
give as much attention to its road service 
as it did to the postal services. Although 


trafic had increased and the cost of labour 
had also increased, the limit jof expendi- 
ture on roads all sh Leid was less 
than before. 

At the present time in the twenty-six 
counties, said Mr. Ryan, about a million and 
a half pounds was being spent on roads, They 
had at present, roughly, 1,500 miles of trunk 
roads, and to put them in a decent state 
would cost £2,000 per mile, or £3,000,000 al- 
together. They would then have an average life 
of five or six years. In the meantime they 
could get the roads ahead of the traffic, in- 
stead of, as now, having the traffic ahead of 
the roads. A great change in the materials 
used for road-construction was also required. 
Concrete was twice as durable as macadam. 

The arguments which had led to the amal- 
gamation of the railways could be equally 
well applied to roads. There was an over- 
lapping in administration. There was no rea- 
son why the Dublin-Cork road should be under 
six or seven local bodies. In the twenty-six 
counties they had twenty or so different bodies 
making roads, without co-operation. 

THE MODERN STANDARD. 

Mr. McCabe said that three problems con- 
fronted them—finance, administration, and‘ 
construction. It was only by spending a 
huge amount of money that they could bring 
their roads up to modern requirements, 
The only way they could do that was throug 
a loan. Better roads would mean increased 
traffic and revenue by attracting tourists. He 
was in favour of central authority for all 
Ireland to take over the arterial aon: § leaving 
the County Council responsible for the minor 
roads. 

Dr. Conway said that the improvement of 
the roads would be greatly appreciated by the 
farmers. It would stimulate competition, and 
lead to a general increase in prosperity. 

MONEY LYING BY. 

Captain Reddy said that he was absolutely 
opposed to will bodies. They should never 
have been established, because gg | only 
stood for the benefit of local interests. If they 
had something on the style of commissioners— 
say, three men with a trained staff—much 
better work would be done. He thought they 
could easily raise a loan from the business 
community 

Mr. Sullivan said that the Government had 
spent virtually no money on roads, and they 
must have at least three million pounds lying

FINAL STAGES OF TWO 
BILLS. 


Among other business dealt with in the

At 
the same time, he did not agree that there 
had been any abnormal pressure during the 
present session, and he rather objected to the 
suggestion that legislation had been rushed 

rough in a hasty way. 

Mr. Johnson submitted the second interim 
repor: of the Committee of Public Accounts. 
and the House ordered tha’ same be printed 
and circulated. 

LOCAL GOVERNMENT BILL. 

On the fifth stage of the Local Government 
Bill, continued opposition to the measure was 
expressed by Mr. Johnson, and also by Mr. 
Morrissey. Mr. Johnson said that the 
measure would detract f:om the principle of 
local responsibility for local affairs, and 
would tend to deprive the citizens of the 
sense of sibility. Mr. Morrissey de- 
scribed the bill as a most inhuman piece of 
legislation. 

r. Lyons and Mr. Corish spoke against 
the measure. The latter stated that, had 
such a bill been brought forward in the 
British House of Commons a few years ago, 
it would have been denounced in all the 
moods and tenses.

NORTHERN GOVERNMENT’S 


POWERS. 


The Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
in reply to Mr. Thomas Johnson, said that 
his attention had been drawn to a notice that 
application was intended to be made in the 
Northern Parliament by the London, Mid- 
land, and Scottish Railway for an Act cf 
Parliament in connection with the Ballycastle 
Railway. He assumed that the Northern 
Parliament, when the application came before 
it, would refuse to entertain it on. the ground 
that it had no powers of legislation with re- 
ference to railways. Should the application 
be entertained by the Northern Parliament. 
appropriate action would be taken. 


SALARIES OF SECONDARY 
TEACHERS. 


Mr. McGilligan, for the Minister of 
Education, in reply to Professor Thrift, said 
that the principles involved in the new rules 
for the payment of increments of salary to 
the secondary teachers had now been settled. 
It was proposed that the scheme should apply 
as from the beginning of the present school 
year. 


RROADCASTING STATION. 


In reply to Mr. P. 8. Doyle, the Minister 
for Finance said ‘that the scheme for setting 
up a broadcasting station in the Saorstat sub- 
mitted by the ‘Minister for Posts and Tele- 
graphs was at present under consideration. 
He hoped to make an announcement on the 
matter at an early date. 


THE EXTRA PENNY. 


Replying to Mr. J. J. Cole, the Minister 
for Finance said that under fection 22 of 
the Finance Act, 1924, every Customs entry 
iorm (not being a duplicate of such form) re- 
quired by law must bear an adhesive stam 
of the value of sixpence in respect of each 
separate description of goods required to be 
stated in accordance with the official import 
list. He understood that the carrying com- 
panies were collecting from consignees an 
extra levy of one penny for each sixpence of 
Customs duty paid, for’ their services as 
agents. This penny, however, was not a 
revenue charge. 


CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATIONS. 


The Minister for Finance, in reply to Capt. 
Redmond, said that the examination for per- 
manent clerical officers in the Civil Service was 
intended to test the knowledge and ability of 
candidates for work generally assigned to 
clerks in the Civil Service as a whole.

LONDON, Friday Night. 

Both those distinguished Irish performers, 

aureen Bawn and Tom Crow, ran shockingly 
badly in the race for the Molesey Handicap 
Steeplechase at Hurst Park this afternoon. 
it would be hard to say which was worse. 
1. Leader did, by a © erate effort, get 
Maureen Bawn round, and she was placed 
third, because she was the only other left 
standing. To-day she had not only lost her 
form; but she had lost her action and lost 
her os Ais - jump; and yet she started 
favourite. jumped stickily all the way 
through. Tom row did not appear to be 
fancied, and could neither gallop nor jump a 
fence cleanly and quickly, and his jockey 
pulled him up when he was tailed off about 
three fences. 

It was a remarkable race, for there did not 
appear to be a genuinely fancied candidate. 
1 do not think there was much hope of a 
success for Ruddy Glow, who came down with 
Mr. Filmer Sankey at the stands fence, first 
time round. Cuckmere Lad made most ot 
the running, but he hit the second last fence 
badiy, and at the last he shot his jockey out 
of the saddle, leaving Cash Box to finish 
alone. Cuckmere Lad was remounted, and 
still finished in front of Maureen Bawn. It 
was altogether a travesty of a race, aid it 
was the principal ‘chase of the day, too. 

there was yet another bad failure of an 
Irish horse during the day. Smoke Cloud 
was greatly fancied for the {urst Park Handi- 
cap. He was never up with the leaders, and 
finished absolutely last. Frank Wootton came 
back on him with a look of disgust on his 
face. ‘This race saw a splendid piece of riding 
on the part of G. Duller to get up on the 
favourite, Confirmation, after appearing to be 
well beaten, and beat Crock Hill. Con- 
firmation was making the running in company 
witin Old Nic, but between the last two hurdles 
Crock Hill headed him. At the last Crock Hill 
baulked Confirmation, who lost some ground. 
Duller, who was on the outside, then had to 
come between Crock Hill and Signet, and it 
was by a superlatively fine riding effort that 
his mount won by a nead um Crock Hill, 
Signet being third, three lengths away. 

The last race, ‘the Straw rry Hill, was 
won all the way by Imprudence, who easily 
resisted the challenge of Musteline, and beat 
him by three lengths. . Holihonic was third, 
and White Park was fourth. The latter 
started favourite, but ran nothing like as 
as well as at Sandown. Pomme-de-(iuerre 
had taken second place and was going very 
strongly when he fell two fences from home.
